pation of what is coming usually sends 

some kind of thrill through our being 
that tells us we are pleased. Imagine, 
then, the grand novelty of rising above 
the clouds, setting foot on one of those 
encrusted pinnacles of the Rockies which 
pierce the vaulted clouds at an elevation 
of nearly three miles above sea level. 

Imagine, if you can, the electrifying 

-ense of inward exuberation which ani- 

nates the being on rising to the topmost 

peak of the range and beholding in 
lread silence the awful scene below. To 
the right lies a canon whose walls from 
his height (probably 6000 or 7000 feet) 
annot be distinguished from level 
round. Asilvery,thread-like line courses 
hrough, now visible, now lost behind 
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the shoulder of a cliff or the wall of a 
gorge. We follow its winding course until 
lost in the recesses of the ranges beyond. 
To the left lies banks of clouds, from the 
midst of which protrude immense, black 
(or white, owing to the season of year) 


bodies of the earth called peaks. Imme- 
diately before you stretches a jagged 


line of peaks which ends hundreds of 
miles away; while directly to the rear 
yawns a chasm 3000 feet deep, the very 
sight of which causes a nervous, ting- 
ling sensation to pervade the being. 

I have climbed several of the highest 
peaks of the Rockies, have camped in 
the invigorating Wasatch Mountains and 
have pedaled a wheel over most of the 
accessible passes to be found in the West, 
but there is one experience which stands 
out in my memory asthe grandest scenic 
achievement which I ever accomplished. 

t was the ascent of Gray’s Peak, in Col- 
orado. 

We boarded an afternoon train in July 
out of Denver, which landed us at Silver 
Plume (fifty-two miles) at6 p.m. Weate 
supper, and, with our lunches and cam- 
eras strapped to our shoulders, began 
the ascent of the peak at8 p.m. The full 
moon was just rising, insuring us light 
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throughout the fifteen-mile tramp, for it 
is that distance from Silver Plume tothe 
summit of the peak. At 4:30 a. m.—after 
innumerable stops for rest along the 
rocky trail —we clambered up tothe half- 
demolished and abandoned signal sta- 
tion at the summit, just in time to see 
the first glint of the sun’s rays sweep- 
ing the heavens from its rising point in 
the east. Mount Kelso pierced her bare 
crown through the billowy clouds below 
us, while far beyond peaks innumerable 
were to be seen. 


The sight was grand, inspiring, almost 
fearful. The clouds swished by us al 
most furiously, and the deep chasms be 
low held open doors to the whistling 
winds and the promenading of the 
clouds. 

It was a scene I shall never forget, and 
while at the time I inwardly resolved 
never again to attempt such a climb, | 
have many times since longed for a 
chance to repeat the trip.

HERE is a_ kind of 
fascination for me, 
and I believe it is 
the same with most 
hunters, to look at 
the tracks of all 
wild game, even if 
the opportunity for 
getting a shot at 
them is rather slim. 
My partner and I 
had done some fruit- 
less stalking for elk 
for a number of 

days, and felt quite discouraged with our 
bad luck. I decided to lay off one day 
from the chase, and I tried to get “Bert” 
to do the same, but he was uneasy and 
could not amuse himself reading adver- 
tisements out of a_ three-months-old 
newspaper, so I was left alone. The day 
dragged slowly along,and for want of 
better enjoyment I took my gun and 
started down the mountain a half mile, 
toa “lick,” where elk and deer came in 
occasionally to satisfy their hunger for 
salt. Some of the tracks were quite 
fresh, but were mostly cows and calves, 
which we never killed except on rare oc- 
casions. A large bull had been within a 
short distance of the main “lick” the 
night before, for I could see his tracks 
plainly in the soft ground. He must have 
been a monster from their size. A little 
rock-covered hill stood close on one side, 
overlooking the “lick.” 

I climbed to the top and found that I 
had not been the first hunter that had 
been there. The rocks had been piled up 
in little circular walls to keep the hunter 
from being seen by the hunted. The bot- 
tom of these blinds were covered with 
cedar bark,so the watcher had a very 
comfortable cushion to rest on; and as I 
picked up a handful of 45-70 rifle shells, 
narked “U.S.,” I came to the conclusion 


that it was Indians’ work, or, rather, that 
of their squaws, while their “ better 
halves” rested in elegant ease and shot 
at everything that came their way. I 
stepped into one of these retreats and 
laid my gun on the rock wall, and sat 
down with my back resting against a 
boulder. The sun was shining and it 
was quite warm and comfortable. The 
last thing I remember was thinking how 
nice it would be to be an Indian, and 
have a squaw that would do all my work, 
with Uncle Sam to support me. 

| awoke with an awful start; my heart 
was pounding away, trying to get out. I 
could not think what had happened. | 
had an idea it might have been a war- 
whoop; so I lay still, keeping a 
lookout through the rock wall. I guess 
it was ten minutes before th: stillness 
was broken by the whistle ef a bull elk, 
less than a quarter, over on a timber 
range. How my nerves tingled. I lay 
still to see if he was coming my way,and 
the next time I heard him he was consid- 
erably closer. I pulled my gun down in- 
side the blind, so that I might be ready, 
for I was in hopes that he had a good 
head. I kept my eye inthe direction that 
the sounds came from,and pretty soon 
he walked out in a little opening. He 
was a beauty as he stood there, with a 
head of horns that looked like the limbs 
on a dead tree. I was on the point of 
shooting when he stepped into the edge 
of the trees, and I could not get a good 
sight of him although I could get a 
glimpse of him now and then while he 
stood horning a small fir tree, making 
the branches whisk as if a whirlwind 
was disturbing them. He amused him- 
self in this way for some time. I could 
not get to him without his seeing me, so 
I stayed where I was, expecting to get a 
shot if he crossed the open again The 
little fir finally stopped its agitation, and 
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ina moment I heard him whistle a little 
nearer the “lick;” but I stayed there un- 
til it was too dark to see to shoot, and 
never gota glimpse of himagain. I went 
to camp more discouraged than ever. 
“Bert” was there, but had killed nothiag 
and only saw one band of elk; and the 
only two heads with it were spike horns. 
I told him what I had seen, and we de- 
cided to take up the trail next day and 
follow him to the British possessions if 
necessary. Next morning we provided 
ourselves with a lunch and stripped 
down to trotting weight—no coats nor 
vests-—-just guns and cartridge belts, 
moosehide moccasins skinning 
knives. 

It was tiresome tracking,so we took 
turns, while the other kept his eye peeled 
for my friend of the evening before. It 
must have been about 10 o’clock when we 
found where we had spent the night be- 
fore; but he was not there. The country 
in general was rolling, with clumps of 
timber dotting the hills. A half mile to 
our left was the head of a canon, which 
was deep and rocky,and in the bottom 
was a littlenoisy mountain stream, which 
went foaming away to the river. Ourelk 
crossed a barren ridge and was making 
foraclump of trees that grew close to 
the canon’s edge. We trailed up cau- 
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tiously, and when within a few yards 
heard him go crashing out ou the othe: 
side. “Bert” ran to one side and I the 
other. The elk turned toward the canon, 
which brought him toward me, but | 
could not get a bead on him until he was 
within one jump of the canon. I pulled 
up and fired, although I had little faith 
in being able to hit him at the distance. 
He went right over the canon’s edge. We 
hurried up and looked over. There he 
was, partly lodged in the branches of a 
mountain mahogany,dead. He was shot 
just behind the shoulders. We had tocut 
his head off to disentangle his horns 
from the limbs. We ate our lunch and, 
taking the head, which was a_ heavy 
load—-but we were afraid that some ani- 
mal might carry it off if we left it until 
the next day made our way back to 
camp, a tired but happy pair. 

The following day we went out with 
pack horses and brought out the rest of 
the elk. 

The lst of December “Bert” started 
fast to spend Christmas with his folks 
in “God's country,” so I gave him my in 
terest in the head, that the people back 
there might know what kind of “critters” 
run at large in these parts.

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UNTERS from 
H the East and 

hunters in the 
West vie with 
other in 
story-telling con- 
nected with their 
experiences on 
outings, until to- 
day we have the proverbial “bear and 
fish” stories, with all their artistic effect, 
retouching, toning and coloring. 

Each narrator vouches for the truthful- 
ness of his subject in hand, usually by a 
careful presentation, outlining the source 
from which his story came and possibly 
a pedigree as to the veracity of the party 
who gave him the material “facts.” 

Soin relating this account, or story, I 
will follow in the old groove, somewhat, 
by affixing my name in this case as a 
voucher, feeling that my friends at least 
will have, in a degree, a little more confi- 
dence should they ever retell this partic- 
ular and singular bear story. 

Last fall I was hunting in Western Col- 
orado, near Meeker, where large game 
abounds. The country around Meeker is 
dotted with “foothills,” with a back- 
ground of mountains of various heights, 
some being snow-capped nearly the en- 
tire year. Here in this beautiful, mount- 
ainous country, with its fertile valleys 
and delightful streams, making a land- 
scape that fairly charms the eye, I met 
the hero of my story, William Herrick, 
who successfully ropeda real live grizzly 
bear, which was estimated would weigh 
Close to 1000 pounds. 


fhe accompanying cut is from a photo 
taken by myself of Mr. Herrick as he ap- 
peared driving some cattle to Rifle, the 
nearest railroad point. 

Bill,” “as Mr. Herrick is generally 
Called, is known all over the state as a 
“crack cowboy.” He is aman of educa- 
ton, has a splendid physique and is a

handsome-looking fellow with pleasant 
address. He is 28 yearsof age, has spent 
some twelve years on the mountain 
ranges, and is modest and unassuming, 
yet so full of life and energy that his 
Western surroundings have made him 
recklessly brave and daring. 

The Colorado cowboy of to-day is not 
such as are portrayed in the pictorial 
magazines, as being exceedingly tall, un- 
gainly, dissipated fellows; carrying an 
arsenal, riding up and down the streets 
of a small town, shooting out the win- 
glasses and terrorizing the people. Such 
things, no doubt, have happened, but can 
in most cases be traced.to the “ would-be 
cowboy.” Surely that type is a stranger 
in Colorado to-day. 

The Colorado cowboy, as a rule, does 
not carry a “six-shooter,”’ unless he is 
particularly fond of hunting, or issome- 
what isolated from his fellows, or on a 
“round-up,” or ina locality where cattle 
are exposed to beasts of prey. He is a 
trim, strongly built, intelligent, courte- 
ous and obliging fellow; has a tanned 
complexion from continued exposure to 
weather and the hot sun rays, and can 
stand almost any amount of hardship 
when necessary, and is a hard worker. 
Some of the boys will occasionally take 
too much liquor after they have spent 
several, sometimes lonely, months on the 
range; but more generous, kind-hearted, 
obliging, well-meaning men are seldom 
met with. 

Last fall, after the “round-up,” Herrick 
decided that there must be some cattle 
that had worked up into an almost inac- 
cessible canon on Wilson Creek, which is 
almost twenty miles north of Meeker. 
Herrick, in company with Sid Pew and 
Ben Morgan, left Meeker one pleasant 
morning to bring in all the stray cattle 
they might find,that had been overlooked 
during the recent “round-up.” Riding 
around the edge of the canon they dis- 
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covered quite a number of {cattle below. 
After some difficult riding they succeed- 
ed in reaching the bottom of the narrow 
canon, which widened considerable in 
places. 

“Bill” Herrick, who had roped almost 
every kind of wild animal known in the 
West, had at one time declared that he 
would like to try his rope onta bear. The 
opportunity came rather unexpectedly, 
but “Bill” was equal to the occasion. As 
he started around a thicket to head a 
wild steer, and shouting at the top of his 
voice to attract the attention of other 
cattle that might be in the thick timber, 
he was surprised to see a large grizzly 
bear start out from 
the thicket and upthe 
mountain side. “Bill 
shouted to com- 
panions that

The bear started again and “Bill” 
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swung his rope, putting the loop over 
the bear’s left hind foot. So quickly was 
the slack taken up by the grizzly that al 
most in an instant Bruin was dragging 
horse and rider down the now gently 
sloping mountain side,and it was fully 
fifty feet before the horse was even able 
to check the bear. “Bill” was shouting 
for the boys to hurry with their ropes, 
while in the meantime he and his horse 
were taking a toboggan ride. “Bill” 
wasn't so sure but that he had roped a 
freight train instead of a 
pound grizzly. 

Sid and Ben were soon at the scene. 
Sid succeeded in getting his rope over 
Bruin’s left front paw 
and the bear was soon 
“hamstrung.” The 
ropes were then fast- 

ened to two 
trees. “Bill” 
cut the end 
off of his 
rope and 
with it he 
caught the 
other hind 
foot and 
made it fast 
to the tree. 
Ben gave Sid 
his rope and 
Sid planted 
it over Bru- 
in’s head. 
With the un- 
engayed front paw 
the grizzly would cuff 
the rope off before it 
would fairly settle 
over his head. Fi- 


thousand- 


nally Sid succeeded 
in getting the rope taut before Bruin 
could knock it off. Tighter and tighter 
the rope was drawn until the bear’s wind 
was shut off. Here the grizzly showed 
cunning by getting his paw over the 
rope and throwing his weight on it to 
prevent the noose from choking him. 
But he was stretched out too much to 
have much use of himself and in ten 
minutes he was “dead to the world.” Not 
one of the cowboys had a weapon of an) 
kind, save a small pocketknife. 
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Making sure the bear was dead, they 
managed, with the small knife, to take 
out the entrails and then returned to 
Meeker with their cattle. Next day Joe 
Collom went out with team, wagon and as- 
sistants,and brought the bearin. The 
fat was fully five inches thick, and when 
rendered they had over 300 pounds of 
bear lard. 

“Bill” tells his experience in acool, easy 
manner, but it is safe to say he was a lit- 
tle uncertain of results as he sat astride 
of his horse, who was in tow of Bruin 
and sliding over rocks and through 
brush on all fours. 

At one time, on a “round-up,” “Bill” 
roped a yearling buck deer, branded him 


and turned him loose. At another time 
he roped a four-point buck, tied him toa 
tree and that evening the boys had veni- 
son for supper. On another occasion he 
succeeded in getting a rope over a wild- 
cat’s front leg. A companion roped the 
other front leg, and then stretching the 
ropes they enjoyed a trapeze perform- 
ance,and then ended it by killing the 
cat. “Bill” has also roped antelope. But 
the crease on the horn of his saddle 
shows that his rope was put to full test, 
as well as his nerve, when he tied onto 
the hind leg of the grizzly, whose weight, 
by fair estimate, was placed at 1,000 
pounds.

HUNTING THE LEOPARD CAT.

SUPPOSE 
ocelot is 


that 

the 

proper name or 

“felis par- 

dalis,” if we 

are scientif- 

ically’ in- 

clined — but 

“leopard 

cat” comes handy to mind, is sufficiently 

expressive and is good enough for gen- 

eral purposes. They were first introduced 

to me under that name and I have never 

taken kindly to any other. Naturalists 

accord to this member of the cat tribe a 

range extending from Arkansas to Para- 

xuay, but if they occur north of Red 

River my usual hard luck has prevented 
me from encountering them. 
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I have killed them in Eastern Mexico 
and in Texas, more frequently than else- 
where in the thickets along the lower 
Brazos, where my dogs would start them 
as often as deer, and considerably closer 
tothe ranch. Asa rule they would tree 
before running far, and would stay in 
the tree much better than the ordinary 
bob-cat. I have frequently shot the oce- 
lot from the very lower limbs of the scrub 
timber, approaching as nearas I cared 
to and choosing my shot at leisure; but 
the common wildcat has an annoying 
habit of jumping out when he hears the 
hunter coming, or sights him at a dis- 
tance, and will sometimes make a half- 
dozen good runs from tree to tree before 
one has a chance to draw a bead on his 
gray coat. 

Farther north, in the Palo Pinto Hills, 
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I found the leopard cat a better runner 
and a harder animal! to approach than in 
the Gulf country. I suppose the more 
rugged nature of the country and scant- 
ier timber had something to do with this 
variation in its characteristics. There 
were fewer cats, too,and it may be that 
they had a harder row to hoe in the mat- 
ter of food gathering, in which case the 
theory of the survival of the fittest might 
apply. Atall events they gave the dogs 
harder and longer runs, were more chary 
about treeing and far more distrustful of 
the man with the gun. 

I remember that there was one old fel- 
low that had given us a score of hot 
chases and invariably escaped. We could 
depend upon starting him about twice a 
week north of the Copeland Ranch, on 
Cedar Creek, and he invariably ran the 
same way, due east, giving the dogs the 
slip somewhere near the mouth of a 
keep, rocky ravine. He would run to 
earth, like a fox or badger, and there were 
so many holes among the broken ledges 
that he had no need to be particular, but 
could dodge into the first that offered. 

We had chased him so often that the 
thing was beginning to grow monoto- 
nous, and so, at last, we decided to get 
his scalp at all hazards. Some of our 
neighbors suggested that we should try 
poison, but this idea was not all to our 
liking. Fair play is the fundamental 
principle of all sport. If we could catch 
“Old Spotty” fairly, all well and good; if 
not, he was quite welcome to all the fun 
he was having out of us. 

Price Bolden, my hunting mate, was on 
his metal. He swore by his dogs, and 
particularly by Houston, a big black- 
and-tan that we had picked up over on 
Mustang Prairie. There might be better 
hounds than old Houston, but if so, he 
had never seen them. Furthermore, he 
never expected to. Houston could catch 
a locomotive on level ground. He could 
“whup asaw-mill, an’ it a runnin’.” He 
had an especial fondness for cats, had 
never failed to catch one before, and 
would account for this one if given an- 
other chance. I thought differently, but 
allowed Bolden to have his own way. 

Twice again in the next few days we 
jumped the cat about the usual place, 
shoved across country for a mile or two 
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and into his den in the ravine. On each 
occasion Houston led the pack. It al- 
most seemed as though he considered 
his reputation at stake, for he ran as 
never before since the days of his puppy- 
hood. Butitwas no good. “Felis” had 
“caught on to our system” and held the 
best cards in the pack. 

Asa last resort we decided to divide 
forces and try to catch him between two 
fires. We had seven hounds. Price 
was to take four of them-—including 
Houston and drive the cat over his reg- 
ular route, while I would take a stand at 
the mouth of the ravine with Lucile and 
her two half-grown puppies. Neither of 
the three were much on the scrap, but 
they had mouths like fog-horns and 
could be depended uponto make as much 
noise as all the rest of the pack put to- 
gether. The idea was to slip them onthe 
quarry as he approached across the open 
ground,and if they failed to tarn him I 
was to try the virtue of a charge of buck- 
shot at short range. 

Well, the plan worked beautifully. I 
had hardly reached my stand when I 
heard the hunt nearing me across the 
cedar ridges. The ravine debouched up- 
on a little flat, perfectly clear of under- 
growth, which the cat must cross, unless 
he should chance to deviate {rom his or- 
dinary route. I was down astride Lucile 
with my arms crossed around her neck, 
and holding a puppy by the collar with 
either hand. It was an uncomfortable 
position and a hard one to hold, for the 
dogs were anxious to join their mates 
and fought savagely to be free. Finally 
Dick and Dago lunged froward together, 
dragging me with them,and the bitch 
took advantage of her chance to back 
out and get free. Something “had to be 
did,” and I acted upon the first idea 
which occurred to me—which was to re- 
lease Dago and grab Lucile by the hind 
leg. I thought I could coax the puppy 
back within reach, and I might have suc- 

ceeded, but just then the cat dashed into 
sight not forty yards away, and that in- 
fernal Dago was the first to see it. Great 
Christopher! how quickly he tumbled to 
the situation! Fora wonder he kept his 
mouth shut for half a minute, and until 
nearly upon the cat, which chanced to be 
looking back,as though expecting the 
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coming of his pursuers. Dago had in- 
herited a goodly share of grit; the cat 
was taken by surprise and had no time 
to run, and in an instant they had come 
towether ina “catch-as-catch-can,” which 
lasted about as long as I am telling it. 
| had released the other dogs as soon as 
Dago made the first dash, but the fun 
was over and “Old Spot” already heading 
back for the hills before I had time to 
yell “Catch him, boys!” 

The puppy had been decidedly worsted 
in the first round, and came slinking 
back with his tail between his legs; but 
on meeting with assistance his courage 
returned and he swung around in full 
cry to join in thechase. The “kitty” had 
headed for the nearest cover, retravers- 
ing his old route a few steps; and, just 
as he dodged out of sight, Houston and 
the three other hounds shot out into the 
open, running full tilt against Lucile and 
her excited family. A general mix-up 
followed for a half-minute or so, but the 
dogs soon got straightened out on the 
new scent and then the music reopened. 
lcut sand for my horse, mounted and 
struck into a gallop just as Price rode 
up and began firing questions at me by 
the dozen. Had I seen thecat? How far 
were the dogs behind? Did I think it 
best to follow, or had we better cut 
around the ridge and head them off? 
What was the matter with Lucile, that 
she hadn't put up a better fight’ How 
did I come to get my face scratched? It 
would have takea five minutes to satisfy 
his curiosity, and I didn’t try. “Come

But to recount a rather amusing inci- 
dent: A year ago last fall I had gone 
into a new game country in the Deer 
Lodge Pan-Handle, arriving about ,the 
10th of October about the middle of the 
breeding season forelk. Leaving camp 
at daylight one morning I put out into 
the chill of the lowlands up into the 
near-by foothills for a well-defined ridge 
feeding ground I had discovered a day 
or two before. Long beforesun-up I was 
working noiselessly through the misty 
woods, from cover to cover, from park to 
park, discovering signs at last about an 
hour old. There were six or seven elk in 
the bunch, I couldn't tellexactly. They 
were already on the move,aiming forthe 
higher range, several miles back. 

With the coming of the sun an east 
wind sprung up. This was bad for fol- 
lowing onupthe ridgein pursuit. Ahead 
of me, about a mile, the spur swung ina 
big circle to the right. This afforded an 
excellent side view of the ridge for half 
a mile, and taking out my glasses I 
swept that space for a view of the bunch. 
There wasn't a moving thing in sight. 
Kither they were just ahead of me orhad 
already crossed.the open spot at the ex- 
treme point of view. If the former, I 
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stood a good chance to cut them off; so 
down the mountain I went and up the 
other side. 


Luck wasn’t with me, however. The 
cut-off proved a steep descent and a hard 
climb, and the fifteen minutes figured on 
for the maneuver had drawn out to forty 
before I again reached the ridge. The 
elk had already passed, perhaps half an 
hour before. There was comfort in the 
thought that I wasn’t far behind, though 
I realized that if I was to get anything 
out of that particular herd I must con- 
trive to get in ahead of them. To con- 
tinue on the ridge with prospect of suc- 
cess was useless; so I dropped back into 
the guich I crossed in making tmy cut- 
off. Here I found good traveling and 
followed up the little stream at such 
good time that, at the end of an hour, I 
concluded I must be ahead at last, and 
coming to an easy climb, went trotting 
up the rise to the ridge. 

Disappointment again awaited me, for 
those elk were still somewhere ahead. I 
counted the tracks—-seven in all——yes, it 
must be the same bunch. About two 
iniles ahead of me the off-shoot joined 
the mother ridge. There was no show in 
the world of working through the coun- 
try to the left and reaching the main 
range above and ahead of that bunch. 
They might turn north on the ridge. If 
they did I might still cut them off; so, at 
the risk of losing an hour in time, I took 
out across country to the right and 
struck the hog-back a half mile below 
the point where the elk must turn. If 
they turned north, I’d have some fun; if 
south—-well, it was probably good-bye 
fresh meat. 

But of course they went south. They 
venerally do about the opposite of your 
calculations. When at last I struck their 
trail pointing up Iwas mad. I cussed a 
little (which didn’t help matters any), 


took a short rest and then started on 
again, Iwas somewhat surprised at the 


steady traveling of the herd. Elk, as a 
rule, rest in some covert during the heat 
of the day, but this particular bunch 
seemed unusually active,and while oc- 
casionally I found spots where they had 
stopped to browse, they lingered but a 
moment and then moved on again. 


The sun had passed the meridian, and 
for a mile or more I

lively gait. TWwice the wind 
switched for an instant against me, and 
as the odor of a pursuer was wafted up 
to them the elk would take a half dozen 
frightened jumps and only settle down 
again into the slow amble as Old Boreas 
once more favored me. 
mad, in truth. There was no show to 
make a circle and cut in ahead—the 
broken condition of the country made it 
impossible. So, doggedly, I kept on, to at 
last lose them as they took frightat someé- 
thing and put off for keeps. Then I gave 
up, and taking the backward trail, struck 
a ridge leading toward camp.

After going down this ridge about a 
mile my attention was drawn to where a 
small snowslide had, at some time in the 
past, begun almost at my feet and gone 
thundering into the gulch,carrying trees 
and rocks and tons of earth with it, to 
leave the whole in a tangled mass half a 
mile below. The peculiarity of thisslide 
was that, while it swept downward, in 
some way the sliding mass had split in 
two at two different points, leaving un- 
touched two oases of verdure in all the 
surrounding waste of destruction. Here 
scrub pine and alder, twined and inter- 
twined with mountain vines and grasses, 
formed an impenetrable jungle. One 
was fifty or sixty feeet below me; the 
other perhaps 200 yards.

AsI put the reed to my dry lips they 
didn’t close about it just right, and that 
call was a dead fizzle. It was so bad in- 
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deed that I laughed as I drew the whistle 
from my mouth. Just then something 
happened. My call went one way, my 
hat another, and rifle and I brought up 
squatted down behind the rock on which 
I had been sitting a second before. Every 
nerve tingled; andas I cautiously peeked 
forth from my cover my ears rang with 
the answering call of an old bull, which 
had literally knocked me from my perch. 
Reaching silently down I caught up my 
old reed and sent back an angry chal- 
lenge that would have done credit to the 
king of the forest. My eyes caught a 
movement in the little clump of pine be- 
low. Then up came the tips of antlers, 
heavy, massive, wide-spreading; then 
the sharp eyes and black snout and part 
of the neck. His body was screened by 
the bushes, but there he stood—a monster, 
truly.

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THE FINDING OF THE UMATILLA MEDAL.

N the summer of 

1898, a friend and 

I found the 

peace medal 

given to the 

Umatilla 

tribe of Indi- 

ans by Lewis 

and Clarke in 

the year 1805, 

How this rare 

relic came in- 

to our posses- 

sion ought to 

be a matterof 

interest to ev- 

eryresidentof 

the great West. I will attempt, in a poor 
way, to tell forthe benefit of your read- 
ers, the circumstances leading up to the 
discovery, as well as the discovery itself. 

In the early spring of '96, I located and 
began the practice of my profession at 
the confluence of the Oro Fino Creek 
with the Clearwater River. The country 
at that time was sparsely settled, only a 
few white settlers being within a radius 
of many miles on either side. The North 
Fork and Kamiah tribe of the Nez Perces 
Indians were within a few miles, however, 
and with them I was soon on the best of 
terms. Scarcely six months had elapsed 
before I had acquired sufficient mastery 
of their language to make myself intelli- 
gible in conversing with them. This 
was of the greatest advantage to me, as 
they soon came to know me not only as 
their medical adviser but as their guide 
and friend. 

In the summer of ‘97, I became ac- 
quainted with a very intelligent hallt- 
breed woman from whom I obtained a 
great deal of valuable history of the 
tribe. At one time two trees had stood 
on the north side of the river which were 
carved. This message had been placed 


there by the first white men who ever 
came tothem. She told me of an old In- 
dian of my acquaintance who could tell 
me all about it. [Lat once hunted up my 
ancient Indian friend and proceeded to 
“pump” such information out of him rel- 
ative to the visit of the white strangers 
as he could impart. He informed me 
that when he was a little boy the Indians 
all went to the Weippe prairie to pick 
huckleberries, as they yet do during the 
berry season. While there, they were 
one day struck with consternation by 
seeing coming out of the timber from 
toward the Lo Lo, men with white faces. 

The women and children fled scream- 
ing to the camp, and hid themselves. 
Some of the older men had heard of men 
east of the great Lock-sau mountains 
(Rockies) who had white faces, and these 
reassured the timid ones. The white 
men brought with them some of the 
Blackfoot tribe who spoke the Nez Perces 
language. These soon explained the visit 
of the white strangers. Here was a treas- 
ure trove,an eye-witness to the visit of 
Lewis and Clarke in 1805. He related 
how they brought the travellers down to 
the river; how they held a council and 
the white men had given to their chief a 
large “kitchway” (money) and had told 
them that it was for peace between the 
Indian and the white man forever. How 
they had stopped on the Clearwater, or 
Kooskooskia (still Kooskooskia with the 
Indians),and built two large canoes with 
which to descend the river. How the 
reports came back from the Umatillas, 
the Kalamaths and others of the kind- 
ness of the white men. 

My greatest ambition was to find the 
medal spoken of. Here my difficulties 
commenced. I could not get him to say 
where it was. In fact, he would only say 
that it was lost. By a series of covert 
questionings, I learned, after two years, 
that it was yet in possession of the tribe 
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in 1876, the year of the Joseph war. The 
old fellow either could not or would not 
tell me anything further. I saw and 
talked with an educated member of the 
tribe, one who had been to Carlisle, and 
he told me that the medal had descended 
by right of inheritance to Joseph and 
that he (Joseph) had worn,it when the 
Joseph band had fled before General 
Howard's troops across the Lo Lo Pass, 
in 1876. The Joseph band, finding them- 
selves pursued by Howard's troops, had 
stopped somewhere in the mountain fast- 
ness and “cached” everything, killed their 
horses and scattered. The “cache” was 
lost trace of, and it is supposed that the 
medal lies there buried. At least, when 
Joseph was captured by Howard, in Mon- 
tana, he did not wear it, as he had done 
when last seen in Idaho. The unwilling- 
ness of the North Forks to talk about 
this may be better understood when it is 
remembered that they took no part in 
the outbreak of ’76,and that the trinket 
was given to them and they had always 
religiously observed its signification, 
always standing the firm friends of the 
white man. 

Once in a lifetime something occurs 
that breaks through the stoicism of an 


Indian. Something arouses his curios- 
ity. Then he becomes as inquisitive as 


any of Mother Eve’s family. I had 
aroused the inquisitive genius in my 
educated Indian, and at once he wanted 
to know why the finding of that little 
piece of pewter would be of interest to 
me. I told him that it was of great his- 
torical importance to the white people. 
That it was a relic of a great achieve- 
ment. He told me that I nor anyone 
would find the one given to the Nez Per- 
but there one that could be 
found. Of course, if I could not find the 
one given to them, one given to any tribe 
would be as valuable.

He informed me 
that when the Umatillas were allotted 
their land in severalty,some of the tribe 


refused to accept their allotment and 


scattered among the tribes contiguous. 
Among those who came to make their 
home with the Nez Perces was a chief of 
the Umatillas, Kip-Kip-Kapilacin, a son 
of the chief who ruled the Umatillas at 
Lewis and Clarke made their 
It was his father to 


the time 


memorable visit. 
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whom the medal was given, which was 
transmitted to the son upon the father’s 
death. Upon his (the son’s) death the 
medal was buried with him, some fifteen 
years previous. He did not know the 
place of the burial, nor would he under- 
take to find out for me. It seemed that I 
was to be thwarted with the object of my 
quest almost in sight. 

Happening to mention the matter in 
the hearing of Mr. R. S. Goodwin, who 
had been raised among the Nez Perces, 
he told me that he knew of the location 
of a grave that he believed was that of 
the possessor of the medal, and would 
assist me in the search. In fact, he re- 
membered when a small boy of having 
seen the medal being worn by the Indian 
who was buried in the grave spoken of.: 
Some days afterward, while the Indians 
were away on a salmon fishing trip, we 
proceeded to explore the grave, which 
was situated in the orchard of one Nat- 
skin. Upon unearthing the body we 
found it in a fair state of preservation, 
notwithstanding the fact that it had lain 
all those years. What was of more im- 
portance, however, we found lying upon 
the breast of the departed chief the prime 
object of our desires —-the goal of my am- 
bition fortwo years—the medal. We re- 
moved this, together with numerous 
other articles of greater or less historical 
value. 

The about four inches in 
diameter, and is of some composition 
metal, probably pewter and tin. Upon 
the obverse side is a vignette profile of 
Washington with the words “George 
Washington, the Father of his Country.” 
Below this is a partially obliterated date, 
the only figures of which discernible 


medal is 


are “18—.” Upon the reverse side are 
crossed a pipe and tomahawk, below 
which is the legend “For Peace and 


Friendship.” Below this legend are a 
pair of clasped hands, one Indian, one 
white. The piece bears evidence of hav- 
ing been used a great deal,as some of 
the tracings and letterings are almost 
indistinguishable. 

The medal was sent by me to the Smith- 
sonian Institution, in 1598, and there the 
authenticity of it was verified by Dr. El- 
liott Coues, the scholarly compiler of 
Lewis and Clarke’s journal. It is now 
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temporarily in the possession of Hon. 
Huston Wyeth, of St. Joseph, Mo. Mr. 
Wyeth is an enthusiastic collector of 
relics relating to the development of the 
West. Students of Western history will 
readily appreciate the great value of this 
one link that binds us to the memories 
of the past—this, one more evidence of 
those intrepid pioneers who braved the 
pathless wilderness that we, their suc- 
cessors, might find a path hewn out by 
which our feet might be guided to the 
great empire now known as the Pacific 
Coast. 

When I look upon this simple bit of 
metal, my imagination carries me back 
almost a hundred years. I see a little 
band of white men struggling down the 
mountain-side, looking toward the Paci- 
fic. Hungry and half clothed are they, 
but they are looking ever west and west, 
for they are Americans. They meet the 
simple children of the Western valleys 
and tell them of the “Great Father” be- 
yond the great eastern hills. They give 
to these aborigines a bit of stamped met- 
al and tell them that as long as they 
keep it there will be peace and friend- 
ship. They pass on to find new fields, 
but their words are never forgotten. <A 


few years elapse and I see Dr. Whitman 
and his band of self-sacrificing heroes 
dragging their weary way across the al- 
most trackless plains to settle the new 
world and to teach the children of the 
forest and plain the way of salvation and 
light. A few more years, and I see Dr. 
Whitman on the summit of the Rocky’ 
Mountains, his face turned toward his 
Western home but his horse’s head 
turned toward civilzation. He is riding 
to save Oregon. A _ year later, and I see 
him guiding Westward another band of 
pioneers. 

Soon in the great Western valleys rises 
the smoke from many a clearing. The 
sound of thesettler’sax resounds through- 
out the forest, and the settler’s plow turns 
the rich brown earth from the share. A 
few years more and cities spring up 
where once camped the savage, busy 
wheels fret the waters where once leaped 
the salmon,and busy sounds of industry 
have taken the place of the chirp of the 
wild bird and the whistle of the deer as 
he bounded through the forest. 

This is the Western Empire, the great- 
est, the grandest of your Unlce Sam's 
domain.

EDITORIAL. 


The majority of us who indulge in pho- 
tography do so for recreation, utilizing 
the art as a vehicle to conv:y our weary 
minds as far as possible from the scenes 
‘of the hum-drum every-day existence, 
and to place in permanent evidence the 
poetic and artistic phases of nature, 
human and otherwise, as expressed to 
us in our wanderings. 

To those of us who have attempted 
photography and have been unsuccess- 
ful, or successful to only a moderate de- 
gree,and yet feel certain of possessing 
the artistic perception and discernment 
necessary tothe production of good work, 
we would like to ask the question: Have 
you employed the same means to attain 
the desired end as. you employ in your 
every-day affairs? 

The successful man is the one who 
starts with a firm foundation, composed 
of a thorough knowledge of the business 
he is engaged in and cemented with pa- 
tience and perseverance; and to those of 
us who seek recreation in something be- 
yond the mere idle frivolities of the day, 
this same foundation is as necessary in 
our recreation as in our bread-winning. 

What would your opinion be of an en- 
gineer who didn’t know why his engine 
stopped, or of a house-painter who could 
not make green paint? 

Photography has been simplified to 
such a degree that the human possess- 
ing a very small amount of gray matter 
will be enabled to obtain a very fair neg- 
ative by processes almost mechanical 
and with practically no wear or tear on 
the aforesaid gray matter. But in the 
production of pictures that live and 
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afford enjoyment for all time, something 
more is necessary—not only the brains 
and artistic perception, but also the thor- 
ough foundation in the mechanical side 
of the question. 

The investment of a few dollars in some 
of the standard works on photography, 
including Harrison’s Chemistry of Pho- 
tography, Capt. Abney’s Instruction in 
Photography, and the works of Horsley, 
Hinton and H. P. Robinson on composi- 
tion and pictorial photography, and as 
many of the monthly magazines as your 
purse will stand, will enable you to work 
understandingly, and if you have the 
ood old quality of sticktoitiveness, there 
is no reason why you should not produce 
work ranking with the best. 


CHEAP SUBSTITUTE FOR PLATINOTYPE. 


The following may be useful to those 
who wish to experiment with a cheaper 
paper, which, according to the author 
(Herr Vollenbruch), is specially suitable 
for subjects with deep blacks, as it will 
give vigorous prints full of detail, even 
from flat negatives. 

The raw paper, which should be pure, 
is first immersed for two minutes in the 
following bath, which should be warmed: 

Distilled water, 1,000 parts. 

Ordinary gelatine, 5 parts. 

Citric acid, 3 parts. 

Chrome-alum solution (1:20), 50 parts. 

Aluminum solution, 7 parts. 

(The aluminum solution is prepared 
by dissolving three parts of aluminum 
ina mixture of pure nitric acid 18 parts, 
water 18 parts, and when dissolved suffi- 
cient water should be added to make 140 
parts in all.) 

After immersion, the paper should be 
hung up to dry. 
tions are: 


The sensitizing solu- 


No. 1 Distilled water, 100 parts. 
Gelatine, 05 parts. 
Salcylic acid, 005 parts. : 
No. Distilled water, 100 parts. 
Green ammonio-citrate of iron, 
20 parts. 
No. 3— Distilled water, 80 parts. 
Silver nitrate, 10 parts. 
No. 4— Distilled water, 100 parts. 


Uranium nitrate, 20 parts. 
According to the proportions of these 
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solutions, the results differ. More silver 
gives soft prints and more iron hard 
prints. Reduction of uranium gives 
browner, and increase gives more blue- 
black tones. The following proportions 
give the best results with a normal por- 
trait negative, and the tone of the picture 
is a grayish-black which cannot be dis- 
tinguished from platinotype: No.1, two 


dried, and will then keep for four days if 
protected from light and damp, but it is 
better to use it fresh. 

The paper must be prepared and 
manipulated in yellow light. The paper 
should be exposed till the half-tones are 
faintly visible and then immersed in the 
following developer: 

Distilled water, 700 parts; ferrous sul-

parts; No. 2,two parts; No. 3, four parts; 
No. 4, four parts. 

The solution must be mixed in the 
above order, or else the mixture will be 
cloudy. The solution should be poured 
onto the paper and then distributed with 
a pad of cotton, wool, or round brush, 
and the marks evened out with a softener. 
The paper must be quickly and evenly

phate, 30 parts; acetic acid, 10 parts. 

When sufficiently developed, the print 
should be placed in a clearing bath of a 
one per cent solution of nitric acid for 
three minutes and then immersed in the 
following fixing bath: 

Water, 1,000 parts; hypo, 180 parts; so- 
dium sulphite,*25 parts; sulphuric acid, 
3 parts. 
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The hypo and sulphite should be first 
dissolved and then the sulphuric acid 
slowly added, with constant stirring. 


THE BEGINNER’S COLUIMIN. 


INTENSIFICATION AND REDUCTION, 


In mearly every instance, a negative 
when first removed from the drying- 
rack for inspection will require some 
further treatment to produce a_ perfect 
print. 

The principal causes of these im perfec- 
tions may be classified as follows: 1, Un- 
der-development; 2, Under-exposure; 
3, Over-exposure; 4, Over-development. 

For under-development, under-expos- 
ure and over-exposure, the process of in- 
tensification will be the remedy,although 
if the fault of under-exposure has not 
been corrected in the development, in- 
tensification will be of but little value. 

The beginner usually over-exposes and 
under-develops, the resulting negative 
having plenty of detail but too thin to 
render a brilliant print. In this case, the 
negative may by intensification be made 
to yield a passable print. The following 
formula is one very generally employed 
and well adapted to the use of the be. 
ginner: 

Bichloride of mercury, 60 grains. 

Potassium bromide, 60 grains. 

Water, 6 ounces. 

After thorough fixing and washing, 
the negative is immersed in this bath 
until the filim is thoroughly whitened. 
When this has been accomplished, usu- 
ally at the end of five minutes, the nega- 
tive may be removed, well rinsed and 
immersed in a solution of equal parts of 
a saturated solution of sodium-sulphite 
and water, or in a solution composed of 
ammonia (strong) 2 drachms and water 
10 ounces. In either of these solutions 
the white will s'owly disappear and the 
negative will steadily darken. When the 
white hascompletely disappeared the neg- 
ative may be removed, well washed and 
dried. If sufficient density has not been 
secured, the process may be repeated 
without injury. The intensifying solu- 
tion must be kept in constant motion (by 
rocking the dish) while upon the nega- 
tive, to enable the solution to act equally 


on all parts. If a negative shows the 


least sign of fog, it is better to slightly 
reduce it before attempting intensifica- 
tion. Allow the intensifying solution 
plenty of time to act, for by arresting the 
process too early the necessary contrasts 
will be decreased, for the reason that 
while the solution will have penetrated 
through the detail in the shadow, its 
work in the high Jights may be less than 
half-done. So much for intensification, 
and now forthe other side of the ques- 
tion—-over-development and its remedy, 
reduction. 

In the dim red light of the dark-room 
it is very easy to make the mistake of 
carrying the development too far, and, 
after fixing, the negative presents a 
black and nearly opaque appearance and 
prints so slowly that a day’s exposure to 
the sunlight will often fail to produce 
the desired effect. 

To know just when to stop is the most 
difficult point in development, but, on 
the whole, it is better to over-develop 
than to stop too soon, as better results 
are obtained from a negative which has 
been reduced than from one which has 
been intensified. 

For the process of reduction, many dif- 
ferent agents may be used, including 
cupric chloride, copper sulphate, sodium 
hypochlorite, permanganate of potash, 
ferricyanide of potassium (red prussiate 
of potash), ferrous oxalate and persul- 
phate of ammonia. 

However, ferricyanide of potassium 
(red prussiate of potash) is generally 
employed, and may be prepared as fol- 
lows: 

Ferricyanide of potassium, 1 ounce. 

Water, 15 ounces. 

(This solution should be kept in a bot- 
tle covered with black or yellow paper to 
protect it from decomposition by light.) 

Next, solution of hypo 1 
ounce to water 15 ounces, and to this add

hypo and ferricyanide do not keep when 
mixed.

Soak the negative to be reduced fora 
few moments in water and then immerse 
in the reducing solution, avoiding strong 
light during this operation. Watch the 
negative carefully and remove to running 
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water for thorough washing before the 
desired reduction has reached quite the 
final stage, as the process continues for 
some time after removal from the solu- 
tion. Should the desired result not be 
obtained, the process may be repeated. 
In case only portions of the negative 
are too dense, what is called local reduc- 
tion may be resorted to by first thor- 
oughly soaking the negative in waterand 
then applying the solution to the too 
dense portions by means of a camel’s-hair

TRANSFERRING GELATINE PRINTS. 


If prints are transferred to glass they 
make very good lantern slides a good 
strong print, rather deeper than usual, 
being required. If to opal or wood, a 
print of the usual depth is needed. 

The first thing to do after trimming is 
to wash the prints till all milkiness has 
disappeared. Then place them one by 
one, taking especial care not to let them 
stick together, into a bath composed of 
formalin 1 drachm, water 6 ounces. The 
prints must be left in this from twenty 
minutes to half an hour. 
taken out and well 


They are then 
washed, and then 
toned and fixed in the ordinary baths. 
When the prints are through the final 
washing they may be either dried at 
once or proceeded with. 

To transfer to glass, the glass must be 
treated as follows: Dissolve gelatine 1 
ounce in water 25 ounces and add potas- 
sium bichromate sufficient to color the 
solution a deep orange red. The well 
cleaned glass plate is coated with this, 
dried, and then placed in the sun or 
strong daylight for a few hours. This 
makes the gele‘ine insoluble. It is a 
good plan to coat a number of these 
Take 
the plate so prepared and soak it for a 
few minutes in water; then take the print 
and squee-gee it onto the plate, being 
careful to drive out all air bubbles. The 
plate and print must then be placed be- 
tween blotting papers under pressure 
and left for about an hour. To strip the 
paper off. which is all there is left to do, 


plates and use them as you go. 


you place the plate first is cold water 
and then in hot water at about 180° F, 
This temperature must be kept up for 
fifteen minutes, the time of immersion. 
If the plate has been left in the hot water 
long enough the paper ought to slide off 
the plate very easily. When the paper 
has been removed, place the glass in a 
dish of clean water to wash a little. Then 
remove and dry, being careful to avoid 
dust.

A CHANGING BOX. 

This is a very useful article for chang- 
ing plates at home in daylight, as it 
saves putting up the dark cover to the 
window of the usual improvised dark 
room or working in a close, stuffy closet. 

Make a strong, light-tight box, measur- 
ing 1 ft.6in.x 1ft.9in. In the top, cuta 
hole six inches square, and in the front 
another of the same size. In these two 
holes fix two pieces of ruby glass, taking 
care to make the joints light-tight by 
gluing l-inch strips of red cloth over 
them —-half on the glass and half on the 
wood. Now cut a hole five inches in cir- 
cumference in both ends of the box and 
make two sleeves of heavy black cloth to 
fit into them with a piece of elastic at 
one end of each to hold the sleeve tightly 
around the arm to prevent light getting 
through. Fasten the other ends inside 
the box, taking care to make the fasten- 
ing light-tight. The box of plates and 
holders may be inserted in the box 
through a door cut in the bottom. 

To change plates, put the plate-holders, 
box of plates and empty box for exposed 
plates inside the changing-box. Put an 
arm through each sleeve,and by holding 
the window in the side facing the light 
and looking through the top glass you 
can see just what you are doing and 
make sure of getting the plates in the 
right way. Do not use this box in too 
strong a light. 


A Tip for Pyro Users. 

Pyro developer, if kept for any length 
of time, rapidly discolors, and as the 
contents of the bottle diminish the more 
quickly does the discoloration increase, 
till the last few ounces have frequently 
ote thrown away as useless. This may 
be almost entirely prevented by dropping 


intu the bottle from time to timea suf- 
ficient quantity of common playing mar- 
bles, so as to maintain the level of the 
fluid close up to the cork or stopper. 


Preparing Metol Developer. 

Completely dissolve the metol in water 
first, then sodium sulphite, the preserva- 
tive, may be added and dissolved. If the 
order be reversed, and the sulphite put 
into the water first, the metol, when 
added, will not properly dissolve and the 
chances are that the crystals will be 
thrown down in the course of a day or so. 


PREPARATION OF BROMIDE PAPER. 

It seems to be the prevailing idea 
amongst amateurs that bromide paper 
is very difficult to make —too difficult, at 
any rate,for them to attempt. In reality, 
provided reasonable care and cleanliness 
be exercised, there is no difficulty what- 
ever connected with its preparation. 

The photographer who makes his own 
paper has such a wide range of tone at 
his disposal. Various shades, from red- 
dish brown to sepia and black, can be 
obtained on home-made paper, and there 
is no necessity to make more than a few 
sheets of each. The same emulsion, also, 
will do in many cases for more than one 
shade by adding more chemicals to it 
after the required amount of paper has 
been made. Thus,an emulsion for black 
tone paper, when tinished with, may be 
used for sepia tone paper by simply add- 
ing another chemical. 

Soak 3 grains of Neison’s No.1 gela- 
tine in an ounce of distilled water. A 
good method is to soak it in a measuring 
glass which will fit easily into a glass 
beaker, so that when fully soaked it may 
be melted down by heating the beaker, 
three-quartersful of water, over a spirit- 
lamp. This arrangement is, of course, 
merely a form of glue-pot. 

When quite melted, add 20 grains of 
ammonium bromide. It is as well to 
keep a solution of ly oz. ammonium bro- 
mide in 1 oz. of distilled water, so that 
twice as many minims may be added as 
there are grains required. 

Now pour the mixture into a four-ounce 
bottle (which has been previously washed 
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out with distilled water), and add a solu- 
tion of 

Silver nitrate, 28 grains. 

Distilled water, 1 ounce. 

Add this about half adrachm at atime, 
shaking very vigorously.

Keep the emulsion at about 150° F. for 
ten minutes, and then filter it through 
four thicknesses of fine muslin. Filter 
three or four times, and then let it cool: 
When quite cold and set, break it up and 
put it into a piece of canvas which has 
been washed with distilled water. Then 
fold up the canvas and twist each end in 
an opposite direction till the emulsion is 
squeezed through it. It may now be put 
into a filter funnel and distilled water al- 
lowed to run fhrough it to wash out any 
surplus chemicals. After this it may be 
again melted down and used. 

The hot emulsion is poured into a 
warm dish, whose temperature is main- 
tained by keeping it standing ina basin 
of hot water. Float the paper for three 
minutes, then drain it and lay it flat on 
clean blotting paper. The coating and 
drying are done in the dark room.

FILM TROUBLES. 

The time is here when photographic 
debutantes are pondering whether plates 
or films shall be their choice, the near ap- 
proach of summer being generally the 
starting point for camera work, says the 
British Journal of Photography. Each 
of the two has its advocates, and each its 
advantages and disadvantages. The 


readiness of chemical manipulation 
with plates under all circumstances, as 
opposed to the trouble of developing 
continuous films, is set off against the 
incontestable convenience of a roll of 
sensitive material when traveling away 
from home with intention of developing, 
and soon. Our present purpose, though 
we hold no brief forthe film manufactur- 
er, is to point out some of the small ills 
attaching to their use, with some meth- 
ods of avoiding them. This we shall do 
at some risk of appearing to write for the 
mere tyro. 

Starting at the beginning of the career 
of the film, we may note that we have 
seen a good number of films injured sim- 
ply through carelessness in starting the 
unwinding of the spool. If the first at- 
tachment of the end of the film to the un- 
winding spool be not done so that the 
unwinding film lies quite square to the 
store spool, the film, as it is gradually 
unwrapped, will be crimped at the edges, 
the creases sometimes extending far 
enough to injure the details in the film, 
but always to an extent that forms a dan- 
gerof starting frilling in development. 

A mishap with daylight spools, not un- 
with beginners, will happen 
when cutting up the film into sections 
for developing. The roll is laid down on 
the table, and, when taken up, something 
seems to have gone wrong, “the maker 
has put the film the wrong side out, and 
hidden the numbers printed on the black 
paper.” The cutting, however, is done 
against the marks for the purpose, and 
when development takes place a number 
of views are found to be cut through the 
middle. This happens through the film 
having been allowed to wind _ itself 
round the whole roll, and so re- 
versed its relative position. When this 
happens for the first time, the puzzle is 
so complete as to be more like a conjur- 
ing trick. We have seen many views so 
unconsciously bisected. 

With regard to the various modes of 
arranging the film for development, we 
will not touch upon that at the present 
time. It would afford matter enough for 
several articles toshow the relative mer- 
its and demerits of cutting up the film 
into pieces each representing one view; 
cutting them into sets of two, three or 


common 
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more; developing them attached to glass 
or detached from any support; on roll- 
ers, or flat in long dishes, etc. 

With regard to the plan of attaching 
lengths of films by means of the strips 
of adhesive caoutchouc tape described 
by us some time ago, the plan has been 
well liked, but a difficulty has been ex 
perienced through a portion of the rub 
ber attaching itself to the back of the 
film and being difficult to remove. The 
remedy is to lay the film, back upper- 
most, upon a sheet of paper,and, holding 
it firmly down with one hand, push the 
sticky rubber firmly forward with one 
finger towards the edge of the film. It 
will, if properly done, collect in little 
balls and separate itself. Any slight 
sinear remaining may be taken off at 
once by a slight touch with a pledget of 
cotton-wool dipped in benzole. 

We have had complaints of the frilling 
of tilms with the continuous lengths far 
more than with plates. This is a most 
serious evil. The best remedy is to keep 
a sharp lookout for five or ten minutes 
after washing, and if the slightest signs 
of incipient frilling become manifest, to 
at once immerse the films in a five per 
cent solution of formalin. Usually, all 
further frilling will at once be arrested. 
Should, however, frilling have taken place 
to an extent threatening the whole of the 
gelatine surface, the simplest plan is to 
“let it go”--actually assist the frilling 
and, when the whole film is loosened 
from its celluloid base, to insert a glass 
plate underneath it and take it up film 
and glass together, gently drain, and al- 
low them io dry. There will then be a 
yvlass instead of a celluloid negative, and 
usually of slightly enlarged dimensions. 
En passant, let us say that it is better, 
when “collecting” the film on the plate, 
to let one edge slightly overlap the edge 
of the glass. There will then be no risk 
of the whole tilm slipping away when 
the glass andfilm are put away to dry. 

Before leaving the subject of frilling, 
it is desirable to point out that the form- 
alin remedy must be applied at an early 
stage, for if, as in cases which have come 
under under our notice,a considerable 
portion say a third or quarter of the 
film— be loosened, and then the formalin 


be applied, it is true that all further frill- 
ing will be stopped. But that part al- 
ready detached will be expanded and 
will upon drying show wrinkles, and 
further, will appear of different density 
from the normal portion of the negative. 
When this is found to be the case and 
the formalin is made use of, it will be im- 
possible to detach the film altogether by 
any after-process for the purpose of at- 
taching it to glass, as no method that we 
have met with, short of dissolving the 
celluloid away, will enable the gelatine 
to be separated, so firmly does the form- 
alin seem to keepit attached to the cellu- 
loid foundation. Indeed, even were it 
possible to detach it, this portion would 
be non-enlarged and the difference in 
density would still be palpably manifest, 
and the wrinkling of the enlarged por- 
tion could not be got rid of even by im- 
mersion in methylated spirit which, as is 
well known, will reduce under ordinary 
conditions a swelled film to its original 
dimensions as in the method of trans- 
ferring a film by the aid of hydrofluoric 
acid. We find that asingle article will not 
suffice to includeall difficulties weshould 
like to treat, and we purpose, therefore, 
to take up the subject again on a future

PRINTING IN CLOUDS IN CARBON. 


The usual method of printing in clouds 
froma separate negative is, in the case 
of carbon printing, far from easy, owing 
to the invisibility of the image during 
exposure, 

The following method may, perhaps, 
be found simpler and more satisfactory, 
besides being a saving of time when day- 
light is limited. 

Expose a piece of carbon tissue in con- 
tact with the cloud negative. If only a 
small portion of sky is desired in the fin- 
ished print, a narrow strip of tissue may 
be used. While printing, so much of the 
lower portion of the cloud negative as is 
not required should be covered. A rolled 
up cloth answers best, and gives a soft 
edge. At the same time expose a second 
piece of tissue in contact with the land- 
scape negative, covering up the sky if at 
all thin. When sufficiently printed, re- 
move the tissue from the cloud negative, 
~quee-gee it to a piece of single transfer 
paper in the usual way, and develop. 
During development, the lower portion 
of the clouds can be softened and gradu- 
ated by rubbing gently with the finger, 
so as to show no hard line. Dryas usual. 
We have now a piece of transfer paper on 


which the clouds only are printed and a 
blank space in place of the landscape, 
which has now to be added. 

The having been printed, 
squee-gee the tissue to the same piece of 
transfer paper on which the clouds are 
printed, taking care to place it so that 
the sky will come in the right position; 
the fact of the tissue being squee-geed 
over the clouds will not matter; press be- 
tween blotting boards, and develop. It 
will be found that the fact of the transfer 
paper having been previously immersed 
in water is not in any way harmful, and 
the cloud image having been once dried, 
the hot water used for developing the 
landscape will not affect it. 

Though by this method of printing 
two pieces of carbon tissue are used in 
stead of one, a great deal of time is saved 
by the fact that both the printing of the 
clouds and landscape can be carried on 
at once, and the difficulty of combining 
the two is considerably lessened.

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THE FISHING SEASON, 

Let us hope the farmers may get all 
possible benefit from this spring’s un 
usually heavy snowfall in the West. Let 
us be duly thankful that someone is 
made happy, even if we must lose from 
a month to six weeks’ sport. But let us 
give up all hope of good fly fishing much 
earlier than July 20th. 

The legal season for trout in Colorado 
opens this year under the new Beaman 
law on the same date as heretofore, June 
Ist; but there is snow enough on the 
hills to keep the streams well above sum- 
mer level and continually discolored un 
til well on in July, if not till August Ist. 
The first of the season, then, is almost 
sure to be uusatisfactory, but there is 
this compensation, that no matter how 
dry a summer this of 1899 may ‘prove, it 
is hardly possible that the coming sea- 
son's latter part can be cursed with the 
very low water which interfered so sadly 
with the sport of ‘9. 

The ethics of trout tishing will bear 
with unusual severity on many a keen 
fisherman the first weeks of this season, 
and few of us will not have in that time 
more than one keen struggle between our 
legitimate desire to make a good catch 
and our honest desire to make it in a 
perfectly legitimate way. When a rea 
sonably good basket can be made with 
the unaided fly, none would voluntarily 


resort to spinning with an artificial min- 
now, much less to bait, and there are 
even purists who disdain to have so 
much asa single Droon or Stewart worm 
tackle anywhere about them. But this 
is surely pushing a good idea too far. 
An honest fisherman may honestly use 
phantom or bait in water where it is ad- 
mittedly and always impossible to kill 
with fly, though we hold it distinctly un- 
sportsmanlike to use anything but artifi- 
cial tly on water where good bags have 
been made in the past and can be made 
in the future with fly alone. And that 
the water in question happens for any 
reason to be forthe moment unfavorable 
with fly, makes not a whit of difference. 
Nor is this rule of “Fly only in fly water” 
an arbitrary rule which we have made 
for ourselves. It is founded on experi- 
ence often very bitter and is dictated by 
those considerations which lie at the 
basis of true sportsmanship. 

We out here where Nature has been 
most bountiful in the way of fishing 
waters and fish in them, areas yet hardly 
beginning to see to what a pass abuse of 
her bounty may ultimately lead, but in 
other countries and places it has been 
proved times without end that a fly- 
stream remains a fly-stream only so long 
as it is not fished with minnow or bait. 
And as between bait, whether worms, 
magyots (which our English cousins call 
“gentles”), helgeamite or natural fly and 
minnow, whether natural or artifical, 
minnow is by far the worst for the water. 
No honest fisherman, then, will fish with 
anything but fly in fly-streams, even if at 
the season’s beginning a good bag is 
manifestly impossible because of the 
height of the water or because of its 
color. It is sometimes hard, we know, to 
resist temptation, and it will be doubly 
hard this year because the period of 
temptation is sure to be unusually pro- 
tracted, but surely one ortwo bags are 
nota sufficient bribe to lead us astray 
from the paths of virtue and betray us 
into becoming active agents in the ruin 
of so noble a thing as a fly-stream. 

We hope that what is here said may 
serve to bring some erring brother back 
to the paths of virtue and strengthen the 
moral backbone of any who might other- 
wise have found the burden of a late sea- 
son more than their strength could bear.

D. C. Beaman, the father of the bill, a

It isunnecessary for me to state in this 
connection that the greatest wonderland 
on earth is the Yellowstone National 
Park. This is admitted by globe trotters 
and all others competent to speak. This 
marvelous land was formerly a part of 
Uinta County, Wyoming. But lying to 
the south of the park, within this same 
Uinta County, is a region more than 
twice as great in area as the park, no less 
wonderful in natural beauty and splen 
dor, and far surpassing the park itself 
for summer camping, recreation and 
pleasure. The mountains, rivers and 
lakes are just as numerous and quite as 
grand, and, while the only recreation for 
sportsmen in the park is fishing, in the 
magnificent country south of the park, 
trout fishing is not only better, but an 
endless variety of game-fowl may be 
hunted in season as well as the larger 
game animals—such as antelope, deer, 
elk, moose, bear, cougar, mountain-sheep 
and goat. Not one in a hundred of the 
park tourists ever sees this latter unsur- 
passable paradise for the hunter and 
summer health-seeker.

DEVINE, Colo., May 16. 

EDITOR OUTDOOR LIFE: I have just 
been reading Mr. Lee's description of his 
Alaskan trip, published inthe April issue 
of your paper, and for the benefit of 
sportsmen who are apt to be misled by 
this article, | would like to make some 
criticisms. 

I have been a constant reader of OUT- 
DOOR LIFE since the first issue, and have 
enjoyed it because it is a Western pro- 
duction, and best of all because the arti- 
cles have sounded true, until the publi- 
cation of this article in question. I think 
I see between the lines of Mr. Lee’s letter 
a sentiment of jealousy a hit at Mr. De 
Weese of Canon City, Colo. I don’t like 
the spirit--sportsmen do not do that sort 
of thing. 

Mr. Lee speaks of going forty miles up 
Sheep River, saying that this is a feat 
never before accomplished by man, either 
white or Indian. Now, it is a well-known 
fact that the Indians have camps for fifty 
miles up Sheep Creek, for in Alaska this 
stream is not dignified by the name of 
river. Mr. Lee did killa very fine caribou, 
and his party killed three yearling bears, 
also a moose. All of this is enough to 
make a man feel proud of his ability, 
and the results do not need stretching to 
make interesting reading. For a man 
who says that he is not much of a hunter, 
Mr. Lee is a remarkably fine shot as well 
asa very lucky man. 

I would think that I was a mighty big 
hunter if I had killed every species of 
game from the upper lakes in Canada to 
the Gulf, and from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, as Mr. Lee says he has done. Mr. 
Lee is over-modest in SOME things. 

Mr. Lee gives some measurements of 
his big moose, but failed to bring out the 
head of this gigantic animal. Where is 
it, may I ask The head shown in the 
photo. is a very ordinary specimen. 

There must have been something else 
in the atmosphere besides the cold that 
caused the springs in Mr. Lee’s camera 
and watch to snap, for in this country 
the steel springs in watches do not snap 
at thirty degrees below zero, while at the 
point in Alaska mentioned it seldom gets 
much below freezing-point at the time of 
year that Mr. Lee was there. 


I thought at first that Mr. Lee had some 
springs of other material than steel; buts 
he says steel springs, so there can be no 
mistake on that score. 

Another remark made by Mr. Lee that 
I take exception to is the one wherein he 
claims that he can kill a moose or bear 
as easily as he can killa rabbit. Now, I 
have never killed a moose, but I have 
killed a bear and found him very lively 
fora short time after he was shot through 
the heart. While Mr. Lee may bea very 
good shot,this statement may mislead 
others who can't plant their bullets just 
where they want to and in consequence 
get into trouble by thinking moose and 
bear very easy game. 

Mr. Lee found his life too precious to 
accompany Mr. De Weese to the Cook’s 
Inlet Country,but had the temerity to go 
forty miles up Sheep River (7) where no 
man had ever been before. Too many 
contradictory statements in one letter, 
Mr. Lee; they don’t sound well so close 
together. 

I enjoy a true description of a hunting 
trip, whether or not it contains anything 
exciting; but I do not enjoy a made-up 
story that the writer thinks will sound 
well. 

In saying this I think that I voice the 
sentiments of all sportsmen. 

“Ben Hur” once wrote a very interest- 
ing letterabouta duck shoot, but spoiled 
a good story by the poor finish. He car- 
ried from his blind to the club-house, a 
distance of four miles, some 400 pounds 
of ducks, geese, decoys, etc. I probably 
have carried a chip on my shoulder ever 
since I read this article in the “American 
Field,” published sometime since, and 
very ably answered by some sportsman. 

I have good proof as to Mr. Lee's trip 
from start to finish, and claim that he 
has made some very wild statements 
about both game and country. 

If Mr. Lee is so humane that he would 
not kill another moose, when the antlers 
were finer than any he had, why has he 
engaged Andrew Berg to hunt for him 
this season? 

I can and am willing to back any state- 
ments that I have made in regard to Mr. 
Lee’s trip, and can prove my words to be 
correct.

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STAFF CORRESPONDENCE. 
TACOMA, Wash., May 23. 

RDINARILY, it should not be a 

difficult task to write an interest- 

ing letter about this grand coun- 
try, but I have been kept so busy inter 
viewing sportsmen and camera enthus- 
iasts and writing subscription receipts 
that the pencil has been neglected for 
the tongue. 

Shortly after leaving Umatilla, Ore., 
the railroad strikes the banks of the 
mighty Columbia as it comes with a 
great sweep from the north and turns 
westward toward the Pacific. Its banks 


from here to The Dalles are of a sandy’ 


nature,and what a time the O. R.A N. 
R. Rk. has to keep its tracks clear! Great 
fences stand alongside the track to catch 
the drifting sands propelled by a never- 
ceasing west wind, while shovelers walk 
the track fighting the sand-blasts, which 
are Kept up until The Dalles is reached. 
Here a transformation is enacted the 
bare hills being replaced by hills clothed 
in greenest verdure, while the river is 
forced from its broad bed into a narrow 
channel, forming pretty falls and cata 
racts. Owing to the bed of the stream 
being filled with huge masses of basalt 
rock, it is unnavwigable for several miles. 

The Dalles is the head of navigation 
from the lowerColumbia,and is a bright- 
looking little city picturesquely situated 
among basalt cliffsand high-rising hills 
Its picturesqueness must be fully appre 
ciated by the entire populace, for on ask 
ing a merchant who handles cameras to 
turn me over to some of the prominent 
amateur photographers, his answer was: 
“Just tackle the first person you meet. 
Kveryone hasacamera. I sold 200myself 
last vear, and there are several other 
dealers to hear from.” 

The Dalles Gun Club is notin regular 
practice now, but their interest is none 
the less keen in everything pertaining 
tothe gun. The Dalles is in the center 
of a fine trout-fishing and chicken shoot 
ing country, while a day’s drive will take 
one to the home of the deer. 

Of course I couldn't resist the attrac- 
tion of the boat ride to Portland, and 
with Captain Sherman, of the steamer 
Regulator, to point out the historical 
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points of interest the trip was doubly in- 
teresting. Portland boasts of a camera 
club with a membership of nearly 200, 
anda big surplus in the treasury. The 
club rooms are in the Oregonian Bldg., 
the reception room and dark-room of 
which are models of clegance and con- 
venience. Judging by the work of some 
of the members, I would not be surprised 
to see some of the OUTDOOR LIFE medals 
coming this way before long. 

The Multnomah Gun Club of Portland 
turns out from twenty-five to fifty shoot- 
ers every Saturday. Their grounds are 
easy of access by street car. Five traps 
and expert rules are usually the condi- 
tions of the shoots. A fine field shoot is 
indulged in each day, in which the 
shooter walks down in front of the traps, 
carrying his gun, as in the field. He 
must keep on walking and not look 
toward the traps until “mark” is called, 
when any one of the traps, either before 
or behind, is sprung. It is a great con- 
trast to the old gun-to-shoulder-and.- 
“pull” rule, and certainly is more on the 
order of field shooting.

New Washington Game Law. 

The game lawof 1897 is amended by 
making it a misdemeanor to hunt or kill 
deer between December 15 of any year 
and September loth of the following 
year, 

Section 3 of the existing law is amended 
to make it unlawful to hunt moose, deer, 
etc., with dogs, except west of the Cas- 
cade Mountains, between October 1 and 
November 1 of each year. 

Section 12 is amended to make it un- 
lawful to offer for sale or for market, or 
sell, moose, elk, ete.,at any time of the 
year. 

It is made a misdemeanor to hunt 
pheasant or quail after the passage of 
the act and before October 15, 1901; but 
thereafter hunting may be permitted be- 
tween October 15 and December 1 of each 
year. But the killing of Chinese or Mon- 
golian pheasant may be permitted in 
Skamania County. And it is made un- 
lawful to hunt and kill prairie-chicken 
in Kittitas and Klickitat Counties before 
October 1, 1901.

I cannot understand why the manufac- 
turers list some shells as holding somuch 
powder when they do not hold anything 
like the amount claimed. I lately bought 
a 38.55 255 repeater fordeer shooting, and 
gota reloading outfit, but when I came 
to reload my shells they only hold about 
4) or 47 grains of powder when I seat the 
bullet so as to crimp it. I wanted more 
powder than that. A. M.

Answer The 38-55 shell as first made 
did hold 55 grains of powder if well 
shaken, but the shells had a very thin, 
folded head and were not suitable for re- 
loading; but in making a strong, solid- 
head shell,as now used, it reduced its 
capacity to the charge you mention. 
There is a great muddle, not only in the 
shell capacity, but in the calibers also. 
The 38 varies from 358 to 375, the rewular 
38-55 bullet and 40 caliber for the 3840 
shell. 


| have an old Sharp’s hammer rifle, 45 
caliber. IU lately got a 405-grain bullet 
mould. I do not seem to get as good re- 
sults as with the old bullets I used to 
buy and the old gun seems to kick like a 
mule. Can you “put me on”

Answer—The old Sharp's caliber is 451; 
the Government 45 bullet is 457; the Win 
chester 45 is 496, and if your rifle is bored 
tol the Government bullet is 6-1,000 of an 
inch larger, which would make a very 
severe recoil and give poor shooting. If 
you write the Ideal Mfg. Co., New Haven, 
Conn.,and send one of your shells ora 
bullet that has been pushed through 
the gun, they can tell what size of a 45 
yours is cut for, and furnish you proper 
moulds for the same.

Suffice it to 
say his skill in tying flies and landing 
fish came in handy on the trip. 


FISHING IN COLORADO AND WYOMING. 


When this issue of OUTDOOR LIFE 
reaches its readers, the fishermen of the 
Western states will be on the “qui vive” 
for the best waters,and many of them 
will already have tasted the delights of 
fly-casting in the popular streams. To 
the Colorado fisherman, the most invit- 
ing spots are along the Souch Platte, the 
Gunnison and at several points on the 
Rio Grande. Fish trains have already 
been inaugurated to run every Saturday 
tothe principal points in South Platte 
Canon, while railroad accommodation 
can also be had to any of the favorite 
streams in Colorado. 

The Big Laramie and the North Platte 
River in Wyoming yielded large catches 
of exceedingly large trout last season, 
and there is no reason te believe thatthe 
fish in those streams will be fewer in 
number or smaller in size this year. We 
saw a couple of catches taken from the 
North Platte River, last summer, which 
were enough to make the fingerling fish- 
erman turn green with envy. One was 
taken on July 24 25 by J. D. Coleman and 
C. N. Whitman, twenty-one specimens 
weighing from 3 to 7's pounds; the other 
was caught by A. B. Daniels and C. N. 
Whitman during the first of August, 
twenty of theircatch weighing from 3, 
to 734 pounds, or over 100 pounds for the 
twenty fish. The latter party took the 
train to Fort Steele, Wyoming, the stage 
thence to Saratoga, and from there up 
the stream by wagon to North Fork, 


Colo., from which point they fished down 
stream.

CALIFORNIA GATE BILL. 
SACRAMENTO, Feb. 11. 

S. B. 544, intreduced by Senator Doty, pro- 
vides for the appointment by the governor 
of a state game warden, who shall hold his 
office at the pleasure of the governor. The 
salary is $1,500 a year. 

It is made the duty of the game warden 
to enforce all laws concerning “game birds, 
trout and bass.” He is authorized to seize 
all game, trout and bass taken in violation 
of law. The bill provides for the issue of 
search warrants from any competent court, 
and allows any place to be entered and the 
contents of any package to be examined by 
the warden. He is given power of arrest 
Without warrant, and to appoint deputies— 
not to exceed twelve in number—each to re- 
ceive $3 a day. All fines collected are to be 
paid into the county treasury of the county 
where collected. Power is likewise given the 
warden to appoint county game wardens, 
not to excecd three in number in each county,

Hagerman Pass 


ON THE COLORADO MID- 
LAND RAILWAY. 


In the crowning glory of all the wonders 
of the Rocky Mountains. <A spectacle of 
desolate summits of mountain peaks over 
which the winds sweep and storms roar, 
where the elements have battered and 
torn the wails of solid rock; acres covered 
with snow, catching an occasional bril- 
liant ray of sunshine; miles of rocks, bar- 
ren of vegetation; a great playground of 
clouds that drift over the rocks, envelop- 
ing the mountain tops in fog.

Almost in- 
surmountable obstacles were met with, 
but finally overcome by the energy and 
genius of the engineers. For many 
months the mountains, now so quiet, re- 
sounded with the noise of blasting and 
building the greatest mountain railroad 
in the world.

is the crowning glory of all the wonders of 
the Rocky Mountains. A spectacle of deso- 
late summits of mountain peaks over which 
the winds sweep and storms roar, where the 
elements have battered and torn the walls 
of solid rock; acres covered with snow, 
eatching an occasional ray of sunshine;

The method of building the line over Hager-* 


man Pass is the most unique in the history 
of railroading. There were no wagon roads 
in the region, and it was necessary to erect 
great derricks at the top of the steep preci- 
pices, bracing them by wire rope cables, 
stretched to immense pine trees. By means 
of these derricks the ties for the track and 
the machinery for drilling the great tunnels 
were hoisted up the mountain side. Many 
of the ties were cut from the pines in the 
immediate vicinity. Grades were cut out of 
the solid rock, iron telegrapn poles were 
sunk in the rocks along the right of way, 
where wooden ones could not be planted; 
safety switches were placed on the mountain 
sides with signals, and every appliance 
known to modern engineering science for the 
safe movement of trains. Almost insur- 
mountable obstacles were met with, but fin- 
ally overcome by the energy and genius of 
the engineers. For many months the moun- 
tains now so quiet, resounded with the noise 
of blasting and building the greatest moun- 
tain railroad in the world.

is the crowning glory of all the wonders of 
the Rocky Mountains. A spectacle of deso- 
late summits of mountain peaks over which 
the winds sweep and storms roar, where the 
elements have battered and torn the walls 
of solid rock: acres covered with snow, 
catching an occasional ray of sunshine; 
miles of rocks barren of vegetation; a great 
playground of clouds that drift over the 
rocks, enveloping the mountain tops in fog. 

On the western side of Hagerman Pass the 
awful portals of “Hell Gate” are reached. 
From the terrible heights of Sagauche 
Range, where the train seems ready to 
shoot into space at the narrow pass, there 
may be seen a succession of canons and 
peaks for fifty miles. Here the road winds 
around the mountains for fourteen miles to 
reach a point half a mile from Hell Gate. 
The method of building the line over Hager- 
man Pass is the most unique in the history 
of railroading. There were no wagon roads 
in the region, and it was necessary to erect 
great derricks at the top of the steep preci- 
pices, bracing them by wire rope cables, 
stretched to immense pine trees. By means 
of these derricks the ties for the track and 
the machinery for drilling the great tunnels 
were hoisted up the mountain side. Many 
of the ties were cut from the pines in the 
immediate vicinity. Grades were cut out of 
the solid rock, iron telegrapn poles were 
sunk in the rocks along the right of way, 
where wooden ones could not be planted; 
safety switches were placed on the mountain 
sides with signals, and every appliance 
known to modern engineering science for the 
safe movement of trains. Almost’ insur- 
mountable obstacles were met with, but fin- 
ally overcome by the energy and genius of 
the engineers. For many months the moun- 
tains now so quiet, resounded with the noise 
of blasting and building the greatest moun- 
tain railroad in the world.

YEE CLUB BOOK. 

“An Evening with the Poets’ and Au- 
thors’ Club” is a pretty booklet of about 
100 pages, made up of verses and stories 
read at a regular meeting of the club. It 
is white, with green stamp, but it is a 
parody on the printer’s and binder’s art. 
The contents should not be judged by 
the bad taste of the printer and the slov- 
enliness of the binder. The eagles, dra- 
gons, landscapes and all sorts of out- 
landish cuis used for tail-pieces are in 
wretched taste; but these are in a meas- 
ure relieved by some really good verse, 
one sketch of merit and several short 
stories of more than ordinary interest. 
H. L. Watson’s “Thrums” is a gem that 
rises to the dignity of poetry; “Love, 
What Is It?’ by Amanda Kerr Lewis, is 
of merit,and there is other good verse. 
“Stephen A. Douglas,” by Chas. W. Bige- 
low, is worthy a second perusal; and 
“The Unrecognized,” by Mary Wolfe Dar- 
gin,is ashort story that is indeed well 
done. The late Myron Reed, who was a 
member of the club, has some character- 
istic remarks on a fruitful subject at this 
time, “An American Literature,’ which 
breathes the true American spirit. <A 
pretty story by the president of the club, 
Mrs. Ida L. Gregory, is unfortunately 
marred by a touch of ambiguity, and an 
ending that did notend at the right time. 
But there is little in this one night with 
the “Poets’ and Authors’ Club of Colo- 
rado” that is not really good, and it is to 
be hoped that another night’s program 
will soon be given to the public.

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EFFECTS OF LOADING ON PATTERN. 


Pattern is probably to the gunmaker 
the most important of the four chief 
points, attention to which results in per- 
fect shooting from the gun, but to the 
powder maker it occupies the fourth 
place, says Mr. Griffith in “Arms and 
Explosives” the first being a safety 
pressure in the barrel, the second the ve- 
locity of the shot, the third the rate of

ignition and combustion in the barrel, 
and the fourth the gun recoil. 

The pattern produced is the result of 
two sets of influences, those within the 
gun barrel and those without; and these 
combined give to the diverging mass of 
shot a more or less oval or cone shape. 
The charge of shot attains its highest 
velocity just inside the gun barrel, and, 
according to the boring of the gun and 
other circumstances, it begins, on leav- 
ing the barrel, to separate, each pellet 
taking a distinct line more or less diverg- 
ing at an angle from the muzzle. 

The line of angle of the pellets is fair- 
ly constant. <A_ straight line drawn 
through the outer pellets of shot gives, 
for easy remembrance, the rule that from 
a choke gun 86 per cent of the charge is 
included within a circle which is in 
inches of diameter of equal figures to the 
yards from the muzzle. That is, with a

choked gun at 20 yards from the muzzle, 
86 per cent of the pellets is found within 
a circle of 20 inches in diameter; at 40 
yards, within a 40-inch circle and so on. 
With acylinder gun 60 per cent of the 
shot is included in the same comparative 
measurements. 

About one yard from the muzzle this 
divergence begins to show more or less, 
as the barrel is less or more choke. At 
two yards this is more evident still, and 
each succeeding yard shows the differ- 
ence more and more distinctly. 

Ideal conditions would give a circular 
pattern with the pellets equally dis- 
tributed over the area, not necessarily, 
however,in my opinion, of simultaneous 
arrival. Such pattern would give, as by 
this table, with a pattern of 220, three 
square inches or four circular inches to 
each pellet, on a 30-inch plate:

Charge throughout 42 grains Schultz 
11, ozs. No. 6 shot, 270. to the oz.; while a 
pattern of 180 would give five circular 
inches, and a pattern of 130, seven circu- 
lar inches. 

Theoretically, the wad between powder 
and shot should be a perfect plug, per- 
mitting no powder gas to get past or 
through it among the shot pellets. The- 
oretically, also, the pellets should lie in 
the cartridge case in regular layers, and 
should be subjected to no influence like- 
ly to break up this regular system. 

I need hardly say that an ideal pattern 
never occurs; many things’ militate 
against it, some of which I wish to en- 
large upon presently. The result is ir- 
regular movements in the barrel and de- 
formation of the shot pellets, which is 
the most fruitful source of bad pattern, 
as the deformed pellets take a more di- 
vergent or irregular path than the per- 
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fect pellets. If a charge of shot is fired 
gainst a soft substance, such as a plate of 
a low paraffin wax, and the pellets are care- 
fully extracted afterwards, it is found that 
the exterior contains many more deformed 
pellets that the interior portion of the pat- 
tern. This deformation is less with chilled 
shot than with soft shot, and less in cylin- 
der than in choke guns, although the diver- 
gence of the cylinder is the greater. 

Another method of gauging the same ef- 
fect is by collecting and weighing the actual 
amount of lead dust produced when a 
charge is fired. With a choke this dust may 
amount to as much as 20 grains of lead; 
with a cylinder to as much as 15 grains, 
when using a charge of 144 ounces. 

So much for the theoretical aspect of the 
pattern. I propose now to deal with some 
actual examples. In attempting this, how- 
ever, one is confronted by the enormous 
scope of the inquiry, making the giving of 
even a single instance of each resulting pat- 
tern produced by the combination of influ- 
ences a simple impossibility of to-day. Let 
me touch briefly on some of the more impor- 
tant points involved, and which may affect 
the resulting pattern. The gun—its caliber, 
weight, length of barrel, nature of case, 
method of boring, internal and external di- 
ameter, length, stiffness of tube, material of 
tube, strength and composition of primer. 
The powder—whether black or nitro-com- 
pound; bulky or condensed weight of charge; 
size of grain; rate of combustion, violent or 
slow, strong or weak. The wadding—soft or 
hard, tight or loose; many wads or few; 
elasticity; overshot wad tight or loose, thin 
or thick, tough or brittle. The shot—its 
sizes, its lie in the case, quantity used; 
whether soft or chilled. The turnover or 
crimp—square or round, heavy or light. The 
range—atmospheric conditions.

third, gun case donated by A. Wehl, $7.50; 
fourth, cartridge case, $6; fifth, hunting 
coat, $5. 


Competitors will be divided into three 
classes: ClassA, those making 80 per cent. or 
better; Class B, those under 80 per cent. and 
over 70 per cent.; Class C, those making 70 
per cent. or under. 

Classification—Members in Class A will 


shoot at 25 blue rocks. 


Members in the B class will shoot at 25 
blue rocks and in addition will be allowed 
to shoot at one-half they miss, fractions to 
count as one. 

Members in C class will be allowed to 
shoot at all they miss in said 25 


Each competitor must shoot at least 500 
blue rocks during the season, but not to ex- 
ceed 25 birds each Sunday (except handicap 
shooters who will shoot their handicap al- 
lowances). Should a member fall behind his 
average through non-attendance, he will be 
allowed to shoot two scores any one Sunday 
until his average is brought up; but in no 
case will any shooter be allowed to shoot a 
score in advance. 

New shooters joining the club after July 
Ist, may, however, be allowed to shoot three 
scores each Sunday, if necessary, to bring 
up their scores. 

The first score in the average shoot shall 
also determine the weekly medal shoot, but 
members in the average shoot will not nee- 
essarily have to enter for the weekly medal, 
But if they desire to do so they will be al- 
lowed the same handicap as in the average 
shoot. 

No other entrance than the price of the 
birds shall be charged in the average shoot. 
Handicap members will pay for all birds 
thrown for them. The entrance for the 
weekly medal will remain as in the past. 

In case of ties at the end of the season 
contestants will shoot at 25 birds, with 
the same handicap allowance to govern 
as classified at that time, and so on until 
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decided. The handicap committee shall 
handicap all members according to the 
rules; any member averaging more or 
less thanhis classification for three con- 
secutive shoots shall be re-classified ac- 
cordingly. 


THE MASON HANDICAPPING SYSTEM. 


We publish herewith an epitome of the 
Mason system of handicapping, 
ing that the same will be of some inter- 
est to our trap-shooting readers: 

The principle of this system is to pro-

tect the low shooters and place them on 
an equality with the high shooters, which 
iz done by starting them at a given per- 
The winner is decided by the 
greatest gain over that percentage, the 
low shooter not having to break more 
than the high shooter to win, but to 
make a larger gain in his percentage.

The man- 
agement reserves the rightatall times to 
make any change it may see fit in the 
percentage already given to a shooter 
who, in their judgment, has had his per- 
centage either placed too low or too 
high; andthe highest percentage that can 
be given toa shooter to commence the 
day's shoot from is 80 per cent, which per- 
centage is to be given to a shooter whose 
ability to shoot that high is knowntothe 
management. 

The ratio to be used at all times, that is 
supposed will give best results, is an ad- 
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vance of 6 per cent added to the average 
of the shooter in the last event, who has 
won first place, from which percentage 
he will start in the next event ensuing; 
an advance of 4 per cent for the winner 
of second place,and 2 per cent for the 
winner of third place; but any shooter 
not being fortunate enough to win place 
in an event will in all cases have 6 per 
cent deducted from his previous percent- 
age and shoot from that lower percent- 
age in the next event. 

The following illustration will proba- 
bly explain the system tothe satisfaction 
of all: 

A straight score can be tied by the 
largest increased percentage, but cannot 
be beaten. To illustrate: 

A is shooting from 96-per-cent mark; 
B is shooting from 56 per cent. A makes 
a straight. B breaks 12 birds (being a 20- 
bird event), making 60 per cent, or a gain 
of 10 percent. A and B are tie for first 
prize. In the shoot-off, A shoots from 
the 100-per-cent mark and B shoots from 
the 56-per-cent mark. As A has to shoot 
from the 100-per-cent mark he has no 
chance of increasing his percentage, 
therefore no matter how much B in- 
creases his percentage of 56 per cent, if 
A makes a straight score he will tie B. 

However, if A does not make a straight 
he cannot increase his percentage, there- 
fore cannot win; should B increase his 
percentage he wins.

Kor explanation, take the first score of 
Mr. Mason. The secretary has started 
him from the 80 percent mark. The event 
is 20 birds and he has broken 19, thereby 
increasing his percentage in the event 15 
per cent, but not winning first prize, as 
that was won by Mr. Hull; therefore in 
winning second place he has 4 per cent 
added to his percentage for the next 
event, having to shoot from the 84 per 
cent mark in the next event. 

Mr. Garrett was also started from the 
80-per-cent mark by the secretary and 
kills 18, thereby increasing his percent- 
age 10 per cent, but as Mr. Masonand Mr. 
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Hull had both made higher gains, he only 
wins third prize and has his percentage 
thereby increased 2 per cent, shooting from 
the 82-per-cent mark in the next event. 

Mr. Lawton, shooting from the 80 per cent 
mark, bettered his percentage only 6 > per 
cent, and not winning any place, has 6 per 
cent deducted from his average, thereby 
starting him in the next event from the 74- 
per-cent mark. 

Mr. Hull, shooting from 70 per cent, has 
hettered his average 20 per cent, and as he 
has made the highest gain in percentage. 
wins first prize and has 6 per cent added to 
his average, starting him in the next event 
from the 76-per-cent-mark. 

Mr. Strang, starting from the 60-per-cent 
mark, has made a gain of 10 per cent, there- 
by shooting a tie with Mr. Garrett in third 
place, and has 2 per cent added to his per- 
centage, starting him in the next from the 
62-per-cent mark. 

Any ties for merchandise prizes, unless 
otherwise agreed upon, will be shot off in 
the next event. 

All cash prizes will be divided, unless oth- 
erwise agreed upon. 

It will be readily seen by this illustration 
that this handicap places all shooters, no 
matter how good or how poor, on an equal 
footing; and it is evident that even if the 
poor shooter should be misjudged at start- 
ing, in starting him too high, that it will 
take only two, or at the most three, events 
to put him in a position where he can with- 
out fail to win one of the prizes in the next 
events, 

This system, being entirely new, was tried 
for the first time at the shoot given by C. G. 
and H. Strang on New Year's Day, at Colo 
rado Springs, Colo. 


COLORADO MAGAUTRAP ASSOICATION. 


Outdoor Life’s efforts exerted during 
the past month toward organizing a Colora- 
do State Magautrap Association have been 
more than successful. All the towns and 
cities visited have evinced the strong- 
est enthusiasm in the plan, and the 
result up to the hour of going to 
press with the April number is the enroll- 
ment of five of the strongest shooting 
centers in the state on the roll of the 


association, namely: Pueblo, Boulder 
Longmont, Colorado Springs and Den- 
ver—with several yet to hear from before 
the application list will be closed. All 
clubs in Colorado having magautraps, 
and wishing to join, are requested to 
write J. A. Ricker, care OUTDOOR LIFE, 
immediately, as it is desired that all ap- 
plications be received before the first 
shoot occurs, which will be held in a few 
days. 

Nominations for officers from Pueblo, 
Longmont and Denver have been re- 
ceived, these cities agreeing on the same 
members, as follows: President, C. W.

ciation shoot. Both Colorado Springs 
and Pueblo are in favor of this plan, 
which is a very good one. 

A very good suggestion has been made 
by A. L. Lawton of Colorado Springs, as 
follows: “I would suggest that it would 
be a good plan to send notices to all 
clubs enrolled, advising them that there 
will bea state shoot held on a certain 
day in May, and requesting them, if they 
wish to secure the same, to make their 
bid or bids in either added money or 
merchandise.

SENATOR E. M. AMMONS, 
Author of the Ammons Cycle Path Bill. 


After passing through a sea of tribu- 
lation and many storms of trouble; after 
being derided by those who should have 
been its best friends; after enduring in- 
numerable and petty squabbles of jeal- 
ousy, attacks from farmers and uproars 
from other rural inhabitants along whose 
highway it failed to pass, the Denver- 
Palmer Lake Cycle Path scheme has 
climbed up to the top of the eminence 
from which it can see on the other side of 
the hill. Senate Bill No. 406, by Senator 
Ammons, asking for an appropriation of 
$5,000 with which to finish the remainder 
of the path from Littleton to Palmer 
Lake, was passed by the Colorado Legis- 
lature during the past month, and all 
that now remains to make the bill effect- 
ive is the governor's signature. Work 
will be begun immediately on the con- 
struction of the balance of the path, and 
a meeting of the trustees of the Denver- 
Palmer Lake Cycle Path Association will 
soon be called for the purpose of taking 
action with regard to route, specifica- 
tions, etc. 

To the combined efforts of the Denver- 
Palmer-Lake Cycle Path Association, the 
Denver Wheel Club and to Senator Am- 
mons is due the credit for pushing this 
bill through the legislature, which will 
give to the cyclists of the state one of 
the most beautiful cycle paths in 
America.
